Overtures Suggested to Method 
ists and Presbyterians Look 
ina to Union. 

The feature of the session of the 
Pan-American conference of Epis- 
copal Bishops at Washington, D. 
C, was the adoption of a resolu- 
tion "recommending a more kind- 
ly attitude toward the oilier Pro- 
testant bodies, with a view to pos- 
sible union with them."

OLD MEN MUST PAY MORI 

Younger Members Win Their 
Fight in the A. 0. D W. 

After a two-day's stormy ses 
sion the delegates to the conven- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen 
ij Pittsl/u.g yesterday ratified the 
new dispensation as arranged for 
by the National Convention of the 
Supreme Lodge held in St. Paul 
last June, the gist of the changes 
provided for being the itcrea^ed 
rate required from members of thej 
order over the age fiftr-nrc 
years. 

The order has no reserve fund, 
and it was because of this that the 
Supreme body took such decisive 
action at the June convention. 
The A. O. U. W. has a membership 
of 460,000 in the United States 
and of this number the Keystone 
State supplies about 16,500. A 
small increase is demanded from 
all except those members whose 
ages exceed fifty-five years, whose 
assessment will be doubled under 
the new regime. This caused a 
great deal of dissatisfaction 
among the older members, who 
contend that they were really the 
founders of the order and that 
they are now at that stage when 
the benefits are necessary. A two- 
thirds vote was necessary to change 
the by-laws, and the proposed reg- 
ulation was bitterly opposed, but 
won out by a vote of 129 to 64.

T.h:cb did not form the fateful 
number "13."

"Hie fateful number 13" this cor- 
respondent might well set his 
mind at rest.
